Ladies and Gentlemen:

AmeriVon LLC ("AmeriVon"), by its attorneys, respectfully requests that the
Commission grant an additional 30-day extension of time, from August 10, 2006 to September
11, to file its surety bond pursuant to the Order of the Commission in the above-captioned
docket.

As indicated in its prior request for extension, AmeriVon was hoping to close on
additional funding from its investors by the end of June. Although AmeriVon did successfully
secure additional funding, its receipt of working capital was delayed beyond expectations and did

not become available and booked until very recently. Because AmeriVon could not obtain a
surety bond prior to showing an improvement in available capital on its financial statements,
AmeriVon's efforts have been delayed. AmeriVon is currently working with its insurance

broker to secure the necessary surety bond. AmeriVon was hoping to secure the surety bond this

week, but it has been unable to do so.

Unfortunately, due to the timing, AmeriVon does not believe it will obtain the surety

bond prior to the expiration of the additional 30-day extension previously granted by the

Commission. Wherefore, AmeriVon seeks an additional 30-day extension. AmeriVon will not

offer services in South Carolina until the surety bond has been posted with the Commission. A

copy of this request is also being served upon the Office of Regulatory Staff.
